To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  thirteenth  Annual  Report 
since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administra¬ 
tion. 


Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding 
County  Council’s  local  health  services  and  has  similar  functions 
in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Sowerby 
Bridge  and  Hebden  Royd  and  the  Rural  District  of  Hepton.  The 
scheme  has  led  to  a  closer  integration  of  local  authority  health 
services. 

The  vital  statistics  for  Ripponden  are  usually  characterised  by 
a  low  birth  rate  and  a  high  death  rate  as  compared  with  figures 
for  the  country  as  a  whole.  However,  for  the  first  time  in  six 
years  this  trend  has  been  reversed  due  to  a  sharp  fall  in  the  number 
of  deaths.  The  birth  rate  remains  below  average  but  it  is  note¬ 
worthy  that  there  was  only  one  infant  death  and  there  were  no 
stillbirths.  There  has,  in  fact,  been  a  marked  decline  in  both 
these  figures  locally  in  the  past  five  years  as  compared  with  the 
previous  period.  In  1955 — 1959  there  were  six  infant  deaths  and 
five  stillbirths  whereas  in  1950 — 1954  the  corresponding  figures 
were  thirteen  and  eleven.  There  is  also  some  evidence  of  a 
changing  pattern  in  the  causes  of  death  ;  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases  tending  to  increase  and  deaths  due  to  cancer  tending  to 
decrease. 

There  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in 
the  district  in  1959.  It  is  re-assuring  to  observe  that  there  is  still 
a  good  response  to  the  diphtheria  immunisation  scheme,  despite 
the  fact  that  the  parents  of  today  are  not  familiar  with  the 
devastating  effects  of  this  disease.  Inoculation  against  diphtheria, 
which  is  usually  combined  with  vaccination  against  whooping 
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cough  and  tetanus,  is  readily  available  at  the  clinic  and  from 
private  doctors.  It  is  offered  to  every  child  in  the  first  year  of 
life  and  again  on  entering  school.  Last  year,  131  Ripponden 
children  were  inoculated  and  altogether  over  70%  of  the  child 
population  had  then  been  protected. 

In  Ripponden  there  is  much  old  property,  soundly  constructed 
from  local  stone  and  it  is  characteristic  of  the  district  that  most 
of  it  is  in  good  repair  and  in  many  cases  improvements  are  being 
effected,  often  with  the  help  of  grants  from  the  Council,  which  is 
actively  encouraging  both  the  standard  and  discretionary  grant 
schemes.  There  have  been  instances  of  properties  which  were 
originally  scheduled  for  clearance  being  improved  and  the  number 
of  houses  remaining  on  the  clearance  programme  is  not  large  and 
will  be  further  diminished  when  the  24  houses  at  present  under 
construction  are  completed.  It  is  unfortunate,  however,  that  with 
the  high  proportion  of  old  people  in  the  district  generally,  and 
particularly  in  the  sub-standard  property,  the  Council  does  not 
at  present  possess  a  single  dwelling  designed  for  the  needs  of  this 
section  of  the  community. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  kindness,  patience  and  co-operation  and  to  thank  Mr. 
Sharpies,  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  for  his  kindness 
and  efforts  to  give  me  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  and 
indeed  to  all  your  officials  with  whom  I  made  contacts,  personal 
and  official.

SECTION  II. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

A.  Hospitals. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Ripponden.  Patients  requiring 
hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to  hospitals  under  the 
administration  of  the  Halifax  Area  Hospitals  Management 
Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this  group  are 
the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  St.  John's 
Hospital  (for  aged  and  chronic  sick),  Northowram  Hall  Hospital 
(for  Infectious  Diseases),  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long 
stay  medical  cases  in  children),  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View 
Hospital  (for  mental  defectives). 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  Orthopaedic  Hospitals, 
Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  area  are  available 
when  required  ;  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  so-called 
Leeds  Hospital  Region  ’ '  which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three 
Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  (Divisional  Depot  at  Brig- 
house — telephone  Brighouse  840)  covers  this  district.  Arrange¬ 
ments  also  exist  with  the  Halifax  County  Borough  Health 
Department  for  the  use  of  their  ambulances  for  the  transfer  of 
patients  to  and  from  the  hospitals  in  Halifax. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  at  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and  by  the 
Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti-toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available  at 
the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary 
for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office, 
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The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners 
in  the  Division.  A  supply  of  reagents  for  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  immunisation  is  also  available  free  of  charge 
to  private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  schemes  of  immunisation.  Polio¬ 
myelitis  vaccine  is  also  issued,  as  available,  in  accordance  with 
the  approved  arrangements. 


SECTION  III. 

W.R.C.C.  PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Zion 
Congregational  Sunday  School,  Ripponden,  every  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon,  and  is  attended  by  a  doctor  and  the  Health  Visitor.  An 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  similarly  staffed  is  held  in  the  early  afternoon 
of  the  first  Tuesday  in  every  month.  A  School  Clinic  staffed  by 
the  Health  Visitor  is  held  each  Tuesday  morning.

Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

National  Dried  Milk,  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  etc.,  are 
distributed  at  the  Centre  and  a  variety  of  brands  of  dried  milk 
and  other  infant  foods  are  also  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  for 
the  convenience  of  mothers. 
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Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

Special  equipment  and  nursing  staff  is  available  for  use  in 
the  home  in  cases  requiring  them. 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits. 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
m  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  responsible  for  both  home 
nursing  and  midwifery  in  this  area.  There  is  one  full-time  Home 
Nurse  and  one  full-time  Midwife  working  in  Ripponden  and 
neighbouring  parts  of  the  Sowerby  Bridge  U.D.

Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it  subject  to  satis¬ 
factory  medical  examination  by  a  doctor. 

D.  Health  Visitor. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children,  of  persons  (including 
adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as  to 
measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

E.  Home  Helps. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  “  where  such 
help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child 
not  over  compulsory  school  age/’ 

14  cases  were  attended  in  Ripponden  during  1959  in  the 
following  categories  :  Aged  persons  and  illness.  The  total  number 
of  hours  worked  by  home  helps  was  1,329  as  compared  with  1,908
